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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner contacted Applicants' representative, Roy Roberts, on March 22 to discuss a proposed amendment to claim 
12 and cancellation of withdrawn claims to set forth the claims in condition for allowance. The examiner contacted 
Applicants' representative a second time on March 26, 2010 after holing an allowability conference with her Supervisor 
Joseph Woitach. It was decided that not amendment was necessary for pending claim 12 filed on 12-28-2009.
